In 1983, when William "Bill" Crane 
first came to Romulus as new owner of 
the then-called Baum Funeral Home on 
Goddard, he emphasized that he would 
be getting involved in the community. 
After recently meeting with him at his 
place of business, it was clear to me that 
Bill Crane-is a man of his word: his 
involvement in community activities is 
extremely impressive, indeed. On aver- 
age, one will find him attending from 


eight to 10 community-related meetings - 


a week. 

As President-elect of the Romulus 
Rotary, Crane spoke to the Rotarian mis- 
sion, saying, "Basically, we get involved 
in the solution-aspect of local problems. 
Rotary International dictates that we 
should also be concerned with interna- 
tional problems — and we are —but mostly 
you'll find us helping out with things like 
Little League, assisting Romulus seniors, 
and even highway beautification." 

Crane, a nine-year Rotarian, has 
notched five years of perfect attendance 
in the organization. Describing a typical 
weekly meeting, he said that the mem- 
bers usually have dinner first — often 


followed by a speaker — and then hold — 


the business meeting, itself. 

He added, "The speaker is normally 
someone from the community who has 
requested our assistance for a particular 
cause. In this regard, we have a Board of 
Governors which determines what 
projects we'll undertake and how our 
money will be spent." 

In "doing whatever we can for the 
community," Crane told of a $3,500 stu- 
dent scholarship which the Rotary awards 
each spring. 

As to his other service activities, 
Crane is a member of a local Optimists 
group; has been chairman of the Down- 
town Development Association for the 
pasttwo years; is involvedwith the Romu- 
lus Chamber of Commerce; and is a 
past-member of the Lions. In addition to 
all the above, he is currently serving as 
chairman of the Romulus Veterans’ Me- 
morial Committee. 

"Heading up the Memorial Commit- 
tee calls for quite a bit of time," Crane 
said. "Since we got started, we've had 13 
fund raisers. These are usually dances, 
or bowling or golf events. | don't mind the 
extra time, though, as long as | Know I'm 
helping to serve the Romulus people." 

Our meeting took place in the ante- 
room of the funeral home. As Crane — 
looking very dignified in a dark-blue, pin- 
striped suit — went downstairs to get 
some coffee, | glanced around. Every- 
thing was pleasing to the eye; the quietly 
decorous atmosphere was just what one 
would wish if one were there to honor the 
last phase of a loved one's life. 

On his return, | asked him why he 


. had.chosento.become a funeral director.. 


"| enjoy serving people; that's the 
main reason. Here, | can help people in 


> theirmost difficult times. Often, theré are 


things the deceased's family needs to 
talk about. | will, when appropriate, try to 
help them bring these things out." 

Crane has obviously worked hard in 
attaining the high level of excellence in 
service that he offers to the community 
through his funeral home. He spoke of 
several past renovations and additions; 
yet, he strives for more. 

"We can now memorialize a grieving 
family's loved one through a personal- 
ized video. It's called the Tribute Pro- 
gram." | then had an opportunity to view 
a sample program. It'S a series of video 
images of the deceased, interspersed 
with pleasant nature scenes and accom- 
panied by soft music and spiritual read- 
ings. | could easily see how such acom- 
memoration could be therapeutic for the 
family left behind. 

Of course, there are other, more 
concrete things that Crane plans to do to 
improve his business. 

Crane: "I'd like more additions, and 
I'd like to improve the chapels even more. 
Soon, |'ll be putting a ramp on the front 
steps, and I'd-also like to buy some 
adjacent land for additional parking." 

Another way inwhich Crane benefits 
the community is by employing anumber 
of people. 

"We have two ladies, Gloria Chan- 
dler and Phyllis Kasper, who greet the 
people at the door. Gloria has been with 
me for more than four years; Phyllis for 
three. A wonderful lady by the name of 
Blanche Bogotski retired last year. She's 
77 years old and was with me from the 
day | got here. : 

"Jim Moore is a retired male nurse 
from Ypsilanti State Hospital, and he is 
just great," Crane continued. "Joe 
Hawkins has been here only a short 
time; he was a licensed funeral director 
in Florida. And, there's also a good kid 
named Ryan Harris. Ryan's a sopho- 
more at Romulus High School, and he 
really helps out a lot. 

"And, of course, my wife, Paulette, 
gladly helps outwhenever she's needed. 
She's an executive secretary to the ath- 
letic director at Eastern Michigan Univer- 
sity, and is a terrific person. We got 
married two weeks after | bought the 
funeral home." 

Crane began his funeral-business 
career in Battle Creek in 1965. Just a 
high-school sophomore at the time, he 
worked his way up with the Royal Funeral 
Home, ultimately becoming manager. He 
left Royal in 1979 and, relocating in this 
area, began managing Ypsilanti's Stark 
Funeral Home. 

Withthis extensive experience added 
to an Associate Degree from Kellogg 
Community College and a year spent in 


mortuary school, Crane was, in 1983, __

ready to purchase Romulus’ Baum Fu- 


. neral Home. Initially, he merely added 


his name to the business, making it Baum- 
Crane. In May of 1988, feeling that he 
was established within the City, Crane 
began using only his name in the busi- 
ness' title. 

By its very nature, the funeral busi- 
ness can easily become overly stressful. 
Because of this, | wondered what Crane 
did to combat work-related stress. 

"Paulette and like to get away when 
we can," he said. "In this business, 
though, it's kind of hard to do that. How- 
ever, at home, we do enjoy doing com- 
munity things together.” 

Crane also added that Paulette likes 





golfing, while he enjoys hunting and fish- 
ing. Each year, he takes his 76-year-old 
father on a fishing trip. 

Between them, the Cranes have 
three children. Bill Arthur lives in Hous- 
ton and, at age 20, is a restaurant man- 
ager. James, 22, lives in Ypsilanti and is 
in maintenance at Eastern Michigan 
University. Nineteen-year-old Jennifer 
presently lives in Chelsea. 

Bill Crane is definitely a man who 
stands ready to serve. Whether that ser- 
vice involves the skillful handling of his 
business, or a community endeavor, the 
people of Romulus are fortunate to have 
such a man ready to help out when 
needed. 0

Track Season Halted By Prom

What once lookedto be one of the 
more solid girls' track teams at Romu- 
lus High Schoolin recent yearsis now, 
slowly, becoming extinct. 

"We are losing a number of our 
better athletes because of a recent 
ruling by the Regional Director to move 
the 1992 Track Regionals to the eve- 
ning of Friday, May 15," stated Head 
Coach Ron Bayes. "This is Prom Night 
for Romulus High, and this year's team 
was made up of mostly seniors who 
now feel like, If | can't run in the Re- 
gionals to qualify for the State meet, 
then why run at all? We always seem 
to have problems with our athletes in 
the spring because of jobs or college 
or something else that comes up. This 
year has been a tremendous disap- 
pointment to our whole staff, as we 
really felt, going in, thatwe had agreat 
chance of finishing in the top 10." 

Inarecentconversation that | had 
with Tearza Johnson (two-time State 
qualifier), she told me, "I really didn't 
want to quit track, but! am not going to 
miss my one and only prom. It is de- 
pressing to know that you are going to 
work all year to get ready for a meet, 
just to find out that you can't run in that 
meet. As bad as all the coaches are 
feeling, imagine how bad we athletes 
feel about this whole situation." 


The question that most of us are 
asking ourselves is, Could this situa- 
tion have been avoided? | wish the 
simple answer could be "yes," but it 
isn't. 

Proms are currently voted on by 
the individual classes. They pick the 
date and the site. The State sets the 
Regionals forthe same weekend each 
year, but the time is determined by the 
site director. We knew, last year, that 
the prom was going to be in conflict, in 
some way, with virtually all our athletic 
teams this spring (tennis has Region- 
als, and baseball and softball could be 
in Districts, depending upon their draw 
and the weather). What we didn't imag- 
ine was the nature of the conflict and 
how it was going to affect this one 
program. 

The seniorclass is obviously made 
up of far more nonathletes than ath- 
letes, but it is hoped that this year's 
conflict will, in the future, shed some 
light on the problems associated with 
Friday-night proms in the middle of 
May. Why not hold them on Saturday 
nights, orduring the first two weeks of 
June, when athletics are nearly com- 
pleted and the seniors are out of 
school? 

Let's hope that a lesson was 
learned by this unfortunate incident, 
so that similar conflicts don't arise in 
the future.

"From the AD"

There seems to be an element in our 
history that cycles our past back to us 
every 20 to 40 years or so. 

Look at right now: country music is 
back andclothes are sure starting to look 
like those | wore in high school back in 
the '60s. , 

| truly hope that we will soon see a 
similar cycle in our attitude toward physi- 
cal fitness. The condition of our students 
at Romulus High Schoolis appalling. We 
have few male athletes who can lift 200 
pounds, and very few, if any, girls who 
can lift 100 pounds. 

Those of you with a parental point- 
of-view might be saying: So what? But 
those with a fitness point-of-view won- 
der: When even our athletes are at this 
poor level of conditioning, where does 
the general school population fall on the 
fitness scale? 

Last week, | saw that only 34 Romu- 
lus High School females from grades 10, 
11, and 12 had signed up for one hour of 
physical exercise ina physical-education 
class. What are the other 600 doing to 


_help themselves maintain their health? 


With medical- and health-insurance 
costs climbing out of sight, you would 


think that people would learn one simple 
truism: the more you exercise, the less 
apt you will be to have serious health 
problems. 

Don't get me wrong: | know that 
math and English are important; but when 
| see only 250 to 300 of our students 
involved in the athletic programs, and 
only 34 of ourfemale students signing up 
for physical education, then | start to 
wonder about the other, larger group of 
Romulus students. 

Maybe, if we ever get to the seven- 
hour day at the secondary level in our 
schools, it willopena period in our young 
students’ busy schedule forthis extremely 
important class. The older you get, the 
more important it is that you set aside a 
small time each day for your health. 
Students have that opportunity, but are 
choosing not to take advantage of it. 

If you think that | am exaggerating 
the condition of our students, ask your 
son or daughter to do 10 push-ups and 
50 sit-ups — the minimum that someone 
in that age group should be able to 
perform. And, if you have a place where 
they can be done, ask your child to do 
two chin-ups — again, the minimum. This 
will probably tell you a little about the 
condition of your high-school student. 

| hope that, as we develop our new 
athletics facilities (track, weight room, 
etc.), more of our students will opt for a 
one-hour program to improve their per- 
sonal health. Itis obvious to me as | walk 
the halls of Romulus that, if our country — 
and, specifically, our own community — 
doesn't make an effort to bring that cycle 
back to when physical health was impor- 
tant to us, we will be looking at a very sad 
state of affairs in the next 20 to 40 years. 

Physical education is a class that 
students should be required to take 
throughout their educational career — 
but, without pressure fromthe parents in 
the community, we probably won't see 
such a requirement in the near future.

Medicare Planning

Although, every year, many individu- 
als retire from a company that provides 
extended health insurance, several oth- 
ers are losing their benefits when their 
retirement date comes. This article is to 
help advise those who have to pay for 
their Medicare supplemental coverage 
themselves. 

The first item that needs addressing 
is, What does Medicare cover, and what 
doesn't it cover? Medicare is broken up 
into two parts, Part A and Part B. 

Let's deal with Part A first. Part A 
covers your in-patient hospital services, 
such as semiprivate room-and-board, 
drugs, X-rays, lab tests, and operating 
rooms. Medicare pays all covered ex- 
penses, except $652 for the first 60 days 
of hospital confinement. From day 61 to 
day 90, Medicare pays all covered ex- 
penses except $163 a day, and for days 
of confinement beyond 90 days, Medi- 
care will pay a lifetime maximum of 60 
additional days, in which they pay all 
covered expenses for such days, except 
$326 a day. 

The second part, Part B, covers your 
medical expenses out of the hospital, 
which include services of a physician 
and outpatient service. Very simply, Medi- 





care pays 80% of approved charges 
after a $100 calendar-year deductible. 

Also, there are services that Medi- 
care pays for, suchas post-hospital skilled 
nursing facility care, home health care, 
hospice care, and blood work — all ona 
limited basis. 

Advice: If you are currently paying 
for your Medicare supplemental cover- 
age, make sure thatit takes care of al/the 
necessary deductibles! Also, there are 
several hundred companies out there 
that have widely different plans with vary- 
ing premiums. Make sure that you have 
the correct coverage with a highly recog- 
nized and respectable company.

RPD Urges Citizens To Buckle Up 


By Officer Rick Schwartz, Romulus Police 
Department 

Motorists on Michigan's city streets, 

country roads, and state highways will, 
again, be part of a special law-enforce- 
ment effort to increase safety-belt use. 
Billed as "BLITZ Il — WE'RE BACK," lo- 
cal, county, and state law-enforcement 
‘agencies will conduct an educational and 
‘cooperative enforcement effort aimed at 
‘the nonuse and misuse of safety belts. 
‘Motorists not buckled up or having in- 
fants and children who are not buckled 
up can expect appropriate enforcement 
action. The effort begins this month and 
will continue through September. 

Said Fred Dansby, Romulus Police 
Chief, "We participated in last year's 
‘BLITZ I' and saw a substantial increase 
in the use of safety belts by Area resi- 
dents and individuals traveling through 
Romulus as a result of our effort. This 
year, the message will be the same; 
we're going to be looking — not looking 
the other way — when it comes to enforc- 
ing safety-belt laws. Safety-belt use saves 
lives, and we want the public to under- 
stand that." 

The latest survey of safety-belt use 
inMichigan indicates that 50.1% of front- 





seat occupants buckled up. The goal of 
the National campaign is to increase that 
usage to 70% by 1992. Before Michigan 
passed a safety-belt law, 18.3% of front- 
seat occupants, age 16 and over, were 
reported to be buckled up in 1984. Are- 
cent survey, taken in July 1991, indicat- 
ed that 65.9% were wearing safety belts. 

"According to the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Association, about 25,000 
occupants of passenger cars are killed 
each year — more than all the Nation's 
homicides," continued Dansby. "Increas- 
ing compliance with safety-belt-use laws 
could save nearly half of those lives and 
prevent thousands of severe injuries."

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Four-factor Test Decides 
Speedy Trial Issue 


By Murray A. Duncan, Jr., attorney 
The right of an accused to a speedy 
trial is guaranteed by the Sixth Amend- 
ment of the Constitution. 
There is a four-factor test in deciding 
the speedy trial issue: 

+ the length of delay (prior to 18 months 
of delay, the burdenis onthe accused 
to show that he/she was actually 
harmed; after 18 months, there is a 
presumption of prejudice and the 
burden is on the state); 

* reason for delay (while a deliberate 
attempt to delay should be weighed 
heavily against the government, a 
valid reason, such as missing wit- 
nesses, may justify the delay; docket 
congestion will not justify a delay in 
trial); 

* demand by the accused (the failure of 
the accused to demand a speedy trial 
makes it difficult for an accused to 
prove that he was denied a speedy 
trial); and 

* prejudice to the accused (the lack of 
prejudice to the accused is given 
heavy weight, and may result in a 
finding of no denial of a speedy trial, 
even though a demand was made). 





Once it is determined that a denial of 
the right to a speedy trial has occurred, 
the only remedy is to dismiss the charges.
